No. 136 -ITC(PN) /71.—Attention is invited to paragraph 19 of the Ministry of 
Foreign Trade Public Notice No, 93-ITC(PNi)/71, dated 31st July, 1971 , r elating 
to “penalty for non-fulfilment of export obligation". It has been decided that the 
responsibility of fulfilling the export obligation rests with not only the approved 
importer, but also the transferee, to whom an approved importer may have 
transferred any import credits. Accordingly, the second sentence in paragraph 10 
reading as follows: 

“It will be the responsibility of each approved importer to satisfy the licens¬ 
ing authority concerned by documentary evidence that he has fulfilled 
his export obligation in the required proportion in respect of th* 
imports against the CCPs obtained by him,” 
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may be deemed to have been substituted by the following: — 

“It shall be the responsibility of an approved importer to satisfy the licens¬ 
ing .authority concerned and the Reserve Bank of India, by acceptable 
documentary evidence that he has fulfilled the export obligation in 
the prescribed ratio in respect of his total imports, irrespective of the 
fact whether such imports were retained by him or transferred to 
others. Also, a person, who acquires by transfer, any Imports from 
an approved importer, but does not fulfil the export obligation in the 
required proportion in respect of such imports, will be equally liable 
to action under the Import/Export control regulations ”
